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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to independent claim 1 , the prior art in combination teaches 
an electronic equipment comprising: 

a display device configured to display information and including a display 
surface; 

a touch sensor arranged on at least part of the display surface; 

a guide portion configured to protrude from a surface of the touch sensor and to 
fringe the surface with a line configured by one of a plurality of concave portions and a 
plurality of convex portions as a whole, including a fixed reference position, provided for 
each of the one of the plurality of concave portions and plurality of convex portions, on a 
surface of the touch sensor graphically identified on said display surface and located 
between a vertex and a center of one of the plurality of concave portions and the 
plurality of convex portions; and 

a controller configured to control an adjustment value in accordance with a 
direction of a slide operation along said guide portion from a reference position. 

Similar limitations are included in the method (independent claim 11) and the 
means (independent claim 20) version of the claims. 

3. The prior art does not disclose alone or in an obvious combination the above 
described limitations, wherein additionally each of a plurality of concave or convex 
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portions includes a specific fixed reference potential and movements along the guide 
portions are judged from the corresponding fixed reference position. This idea is 
embodied in each of the independent claims 1,11 and 20.
